MAY RESUME 


Tokyo, Oct. 4—(JP) — In

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IRAN OPENS NEW DOOR 


In the opinion of James Marlow, author of the 


Associated Press column "The World Today", the 
door which Iran unlatched Wednesday 
to boot 


out the last of the British oil technicians 
open- 


ed on an uncertain future for Iran and the rest of 
the world. 
Iran now faces many problems, mainly these: 


Revenue, oil technicians, ships, customers, 
and 


friends; and there .will be the struggle between 
Russia and the west for a tie-up with Iran. 


The story itself began last spring when the Iran- 


ian government took over the oil industry which the 
British had been developing almost half a century 
and which the British government controlled. 


The British paid Iran a royalty on the oil taken 


out of its fields, refined by British technicians, and 
hauled away in 200 British ships. One third of 
Iran's revenue came from this royalty. 


• Unless Iran can restore all, or most of this rev- 


enue, it will suffer badly and has" been suffering 
since oil production in Iran stopped. But to produce 
it needs technicians. It doesn't have enough of its 
own to do the job. 


Unless it finally makes some deal with the Brit- 


t ish — and no one seems to be betting on this now — 
Ito let the British technicians return, it will have to 
tfind them elsewhere.

The average daily production of

Farmers are producing more 


farm products with fewer hours of 
labor than ever before. Output of 
farm products for human use is now 
about 70 per cent greater than be- 
fore World "War I, while the time 
spent at farm work is 15 per cent 
less, according to our farm econ- 
omists. This means that production 
per hour of farm work has doubled 
In less than 40 years with about half 
of the gain coming in the last de- 
cade. With favorable weather, pro- 
ductivity of farm labor could be in- 
creased quickly if the need devel- 
ops. What are the reasons for these 
changes? The gain in productivity 
of farm labor has not been the same 
in all parts of the country, nor for 
the different farm products, nor for 
•11 parts of this period. 


Until about 1930 the reduction in 
man-hours of labor per acre was 
wholly responsible for the increase 
In productivity of labor used in crop 
production. 
Since that time, the 


rapid increase in yields has been 
more influential in raising the pro- 
ductivity of labor than the continu- 
ing reduction in man-hours per 
acre.

Although the remarkable rise in 


productivity of farm laborgthat oc- 
curred during the last decade may 
never be duplicated, the upwa 
trend during the last 40 years in a 
likelihood will continue. Indications 
are that mechanization of farm op- 
erations, which has contributed a 
lot to the reduction in man-hours 
of labor per acre of crop-land, will 
continue. The full impact of elec- 
trification on farm jobs is yet to be 
felt. 


On the production side, greater 


emphasis is being given to the in- 
creased use of high quality seed, 
greater and more intelligent use of 
fertilizers, and timely use of chem- 
icals in the control of diseases, in- 
sects and weeds. Plant breeders in- 
dicate that the fields of hybridiza- 
tion and the development of higher 
yielding disease-resistant crops are 
far from exhausted. Results of ex- 
perimentation and research have 
aided in the gams in labor produc- 
tivity in the past, and their contri- 
butions will continue to be made. 


In addition to increasing labor 


productivity and greater incomes 
per farm unit ouring the last 40 
years, progress in farming has tak- 
en much of the drudgery out of farm 
work.

Handicap to Former 
Hospital Patients 


The following publicity furnished 


by Joseph D. Ben son, chairman. 
M.E.P.H.. is printed in the interest 
of National Employ The Physical 
Handicapped Week: 


"Sorry, we aren't allowed to hire 


anyone who has been in a mental 
hospital." "I notice on your appli- 
cation blank that you had a ner- 
vous breakdown last year. Sorry, 
that means that.we can't employ 
you." Sometimes the explanation 
is as direct as this. More often the 
rejection of the job application is 
accomplished with some vague ex- 
cuse. But in any case, according 


to physicians at (he Warren State 
Hospital, their former patients tell 
'them that their biggest obstacle' 
after returning home is the pre- j 
judice and superstition they 
en- j 


counter. All too often, the xvorld 
clings to the ancient and ignorant | 
delusion that a mental patient nev- , 
er gets well. 
j 


Staff physicians point out that 


81% of all patieijts under age 60 
who enter the Warren State Hos- 
pital nowadays go home either en- j 
tirely well or well enough to re-, 
sume productive life in the com-! 
munity. Yet the man or woman' 
who has recovered from a mental 
sickness, although he may be just 
as well as the person who has re- 
covered from pneumonia or a brok- 
en leg. has great difficulty in lo- 
cating employment. 


Mental 
or nervous 
illnesses | 
strike one out of every 10 persons , 


—engineers,^ teachers, 
lawyers, 


plumbers, barbers, house-wives— 
people in every walk of life. Unless 
the condition is one of senile 
change, there is no reason why the 
patient cannot recover and become 
again a useful American i citizen— 
no reason, that Is. except for the 
'medieval fear and prejudice with 
which so many employers and fel- 
low workers look on the recovered 
patient. The Warren State Hospi- 
tal is now sending home some 650 
patients each year. These recover- 
ed patients, aie living in Warren, 
in Tionesta. in Erie, and Oil City— 
in every town and village in the 
Northwestern Pennsylvania Coun- 
ties which the hospital serves. 
Mostly, those patients have learn- 
ed not to advertise the. fact that 
they had a nervous 
breakdown. 


Sometimes, as they have learned 
by sad experience, it seems wise 
to falsify a job application by de- 


nying any such illness or hospi-1 
talization. But deceit of this sort, 
leaves the patient worried and ap-1 
prehensive as he goes about his 
work. Fear of discovery, obvious- 
ly, is going to invite further sick-1 
ness and worry—a tragic 
fact, 


when the truth is that mental ill- 
ness is no more of a disgrace than 
any other illness. 


During "Hire the Handicapped" 


Week. Pennsylvanians 
can 
help 


their fellow citizens most (in cases 
of former mental sickness) by re- 
moving the handicap of prejudice 
against employing the recovered 
mental patient.

Forestry Units Preserve Road Slopes 
Along State Highways From Erosion 


The Forestry Unit of the Penn-| 


sylvania Deparunent of Highways 
saves'barren roadside banks along 
new and re-constructed highways 
from soil erosion, .Chief Forester 
Wesley L. Hottenstein said today 
in Harrisburg. 


• "Roadside development is an in- 
tegral part of Pennsylvania's gi- 
gantic road construction program 
and is given full consideration in 
the initial stages of location and 
design planning/' he said. "In this 
way the work can be conducted at 
advantageous times during the 
course of construction or imme- 
diately thereafter. The program 
is thus earned forward most eco- 


nomically and better results are 
attained in preventing erosion on. 
the barren roadsides remaining af- 
ter construction operations. 


"Highway engineers are con- 


stantly becoming more conscious of 
the-importance of problems related 
to soil erosion. 
A primary con- 


sideration is the need to maintain 
adequate drainage by eliminating 
the washing of earth onto shoul-' 
ders and into ditches, culverts and j 
other highway appurtenances. 
j 


"Although the prevention of ero- 


sion along highways is the pri- 
mary purpose of Roadside Devel- 
opment it is also important thai: 
the roadway is made more attrac- 


tive through the covering of scan 
left by the road building activities. 
In the majority of cases soil on 
slopes can be held in place success- 
fully ^through the establishment of 
a grass sod cover. The program 
for the spring season of 1951 re- 
quired the use of almost 65,000 
pounds of these grass seed mix- 
tures. 


"There are many locations along 


roadsides where soil moisture and 
other slope conditions' require the 
use of deeper rooted and more per- 
manent types of vegetation to ef- 
fectively control the movement of 
soil. On such sites shrubs, vines 
and certain tree species are used. 
During the spring planting season 
a total of more than 246,000 
shrubs, vines 
and 
trees ' were 


planted along Pennsylvania's high- 
ways. 


"In certain selected areas along 


important 
highways, a 
limited 


amount of planting is done for th« 
purpose of improving the appear- 
ance of the right-of-way. 


"Use is 
made of evergreens, 


shade trees, flowering trees and 
shrubs in assisting natunre to re- 
store to roadside areas ah attrac- 
tiveness equal to that which exist- 
ed prior to construction. 
Inter- 


changes and other similar develop- 
ments 
involving 
comparatively 


large areas are particularly suit- 
able for this purpose. 


"An important' Forestry Unit 


activity, 
therefore, 
consists in 


planning for the removal of old 
trees In poor condition which may 
constitute a traffic hazard. 
Spe- 


cial emphasis is given to the open- 
ing up of sight lines at intersec- 
tions and dangerous curves so as to 
eliminate any possible 'blind spots'.

When Warren Giles, president of the Cincinnati Reds, the starling 


sportsman whose magnanimous action resulted in Frick'a election, 
tried to telephone the^new commissioner at bis home, there was no 
answer. So Charley Segar, former colleague of Friek's as a sport* 
•writer and now head of the National League Service Bureau, notified 
the Bronsville police department to apprehend Ford and incarcerate 
him in the nearest telephone booth to hear the good news. 


When seized, he was subjected to a round robin series oi congratu- 
lations from Giles and the rest of the club owners. They took tumj 
at the phone to pour forth their good wishes. 
Ford Christopher Frick has been closely associated with baseball 
all his adult life to date. Born Dec. 10, 1894 on a farm hard by Wa- 
waka, Ind- he played ball as a Hoosier lad. and when he entered De- 
Pauw University at Greencastle in his native state. 1911, played on 
the college team. 
TN Itie Frick played first base for the Walsenburg semi-pro teem 


in Colorado, and when the saason was over took a job teaching 


English at Colorado College. Alter World War-'I. he entered the news- 
paper profession as sports writer for the Rocky Mountain IIea'3. 
In 1919, Ford came to New York to work aS a top flight baseball 
reporter, and later combined a daily radio broadcast with his news- 
paper duties. In line of duty he hobnobbed with baseball people 
running the gamut from High Commissioner through league presi- 
dents, managers, players, umpires down to the bat boys. Ke made a 
thorough study of baseball and baseball people—even fans. 


Today, at 58, Ford Frick bears a striking resemblance to -the late.
